WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The total ex- 


ports for September were $58,543,443 
against 153,798,075 for last year; for the 
first nine months of 1895 $557,930,846 
against $570.618,279 for the correspond- 
ing period last year. The imports for 
September were$30,647,698against $65,- 
236,123 for September 1894; for the first 
nine months of 1S95 $600,983,132, and 
for 1894 $503,590,043. For September 
1895 the excess of imports was $0,092,- 
tSSO; for September 1S94 the excess of ex 
ports was fS, 150.97 7; for the first nine 
months of this year there wan an excess 
of imports amounting to $43,052,376, and 
for the corresponding period of last rem- 
an excess of exports of $73.038,284.

The slaughter oc- 
curred on October 9, which was market 
day, when many Armenians had g. $ i- 
ered from adjacent villiigag. 


"Early in the morning a Turkish 
rough, finding that the Armenians were 
not armed, picked a quarrel and shot 
one of the men. There was then raised 
on all sides tha cry of 'Why Imitate to 
massacre the infidels?' 


"A mob of Turki, armed with n- 


volvere and knives, then looted th* mar- 
ket and massacred the helplet* Arme- 
nians. Their bodies were thrown into 
the welli. 


•'It is stated that th« mudir WM re- 


sponsible for th* attack. No women or 
children were injured, probably on ac- 
count of the arrival of Kaimaikan from 
the village of Gieve, three miles dis- 
tant, who made ralirnt efforts at the 
risk of his own life to save the Chris- 
tians. Otherwise the slaughter wonid 
have been complete.

JL ABSOLUTION 


A Negro on Negro Criminal*. 


There is a class of blacks throughout 


the south known there as "common ne- 
groes, " K Mr. Emmett J, Scott, himself 
a colored man, were speaking the hitter 
of the two quoted words, he would doubt- 
less prononuce it as it is pronounced iu 
the south. Mr. Scott is editor of the 
Texas Freeman. He takes the ground— 
very unusual for one of his race, that 
there is » low and vicious element 
among the negroes of the south, and it 
is on ths persons of criminals from this 
class that the judgments of lynch law 
are eiecnted. 


Mr. Scott deplores the fact that tbe 


black race is so largely judged from 
these idle and vicious specimens, but 
he sees no help for it BO long as they are 
permitted to exist He calls on respect- 
able colored persons everywhere to be- 
gin a crusade that will tend to lift this 
element np mentally and morally. De- 
cent colored people damage the cause of 
their whole race when they try to De- 
fend tbe "common negro." 


Mr. Scott says: 
"The common negro" is a natural product 


of slavery and tbe reaction from slavery. He 
U in evidence in every southern community 
and in a few of th« northern and wester] 
ones. Ho complicate* the race problem. He 
make* difficult the pathway of the honest, n- 
apcct.ible and aiubitioua member** of his race 
He ta too often, it is true, made the Htwndard 
by which his whole race is judged, but under 
the circumstances thin Is unavoidable. An 
honest admission that ho exifita and that he is 
to be dealt with just as the criminal members 
of oihcr races of the population are will be of 
incalculable advantage to Afro-Americana and 
to aociuty generally.

ACTIVE AT SPENCERVJLLK.

Less than two years 
ago the trade had but little faith in 
this field, and you could not induce 
an operator to touch the productive 
bundle of territory. 
At the present

with an outlook for an extensive field 
to the north and northeast, as well 
as the east, as oil has been found in 
nearly every instance in the early 
day when a test was put down. John 
Black has completed his well on the 
Burnett farm, in section 29, Jennings 
township, Van Wert county, and it !s 
virtually a failure. 


BIG GUSHER. 


The Sun Oil company drilled in a 


well on the J. H. Baker farm, one 
and one-naif miles southeast of Ris- 
ing Sun, Saturday, which is a hum- 
mer. It flowed furiously Saturday 
afternoon and thousands of barrels cf 
oil went to waste. Tanks were built 
by Sunday morning, and three 250 
barrel tanks filled in a short time. 
The well is doing at least 5,000 bar- 
rels a day and one-half of it is going 
to waste. Boilers are being set to 
"donkey" the oil away. Great ex- 
citement is caused by the stiike.

Ho.t at Th«u Made by Machine Xow%- 


dmy»—Their Mtuiy UBM. 


Most fishermen's nets nowadays are 


made by machinery, excepting tho small 
round crab nets and dip ners, and bast- 
nets that sportsmen use. These are made 
by hand, for the machines cannot make 
anything bnr a straight flat web. Many 
larger circular nets, however, are con- 
structed from mauhiuo made tiettiiig, 
cnt np. 


Machines have been used generally iu 


nefmakiiig for about 30 years. 
Before 


that net SNvfi-e knitted in ihn families of 
the fishermen. Some fixherayeu on tho 
Atlantic coast still make ihefr own nots, 
and on one part of rht- Pacific const 
there is a close union of liihermeri using 
nets made by hand, but factory made 
nets have displaced tucsr. nets of do- 
mestic uiuke. 


There are .sis uniting factories in the 


United State.--, all on thy Atlantic coast. 
Carload lots of UKS uro not uncummoa i 
shipments from this coast to the Pacific, 
and the same is true of netting twine. 


Nets are uiado of various sixes of 


thread or twine, in any size mesh de- 
sired, aud they can bo made of any 
length, but nets of certain kind* are 
made commonly in pertain lengths, and 
then joined together if greater length be 
desired. In this way nets have been fet 
in the great lakes iu one straight string j 
of 11 miles. Nets three or four miles ' 
long are not nunsnal there. Such nets 
are fished with steamboats. 


A pound net, 100 feet in depth, has 


been set in Lake Superior. It was neces- 
sary to splice the poles for it. The aver- 
age depth of pound nets on the lakes is 
40 feet. On the Atlantic coast the aver- 
age depth of pound nets is 35 feet. Lead- 
ers are made 15 to 70 rods in length. 


In the sounds of North Carolina very 


long hauling seines are used, soiuo 01 1 
them about a mile long. They are oper- 
ated by steamboats. Formerly, hauling 
seines were used generally. Within the 
last 15 years the use of pound nets has 
increased rapidly. Purse seines are made 
200 to 250 fathoms long aud perhaps 100 
feet deep. 


A pound net, complete, cost* $200 to 


$1,300; a purse net, $400 to |800; n 
lake gill net outfit, $2,000 to $3,000, 
although it might not all bo used at oue 
time; a shore seine, from $10 to 8400 
There art? other kinds of nets and seines. 
The life of a net depends on the water 
it is used in and circumstances. A heavy 
pouud net might gat thrashed out in & 
season. Some nets aad seines last three

I< is generally 
asjTijiit-0 tl:..' all the dairy factories iu 
Denmark are worked on the co-operative 
principle, but sni-h is not the case on the 
9.ist iiBu-t ol Jutland. The dairy factory 
t daily visited during my stay hud been 
built by :i "dairyibt," who erected the 
bnildiiip.s aud fitted in tho plant after 
he had got the promised support of fonr 
large proprietors :md farmers, aud the 
tenns of agreement are simple. They 
promise, should tha factory be erected 
aud m working order by a given date, 
to supply it with milk from that date 
onward and agree to give their cows 
about a pound of rape cake a day, and 
when feeding turnips to giveaponnd of 
cuke, grain, etc., for every five ponuos 
of turnips cijed, the milk to be deliver- 
ed early every morning—the evening's 
milk is kept overnight on tho farm— 
and the factory to return 90 per cent, of 
the milk delivered us separated or skim- 
milk. 


The proprietor of the dairy agrees to 


give about 3-^d- above the maximum fig- 
ure quoted hy the Copenhagen commit- 
tee for »-M'ry 2.~> pounds of milk deliver- 
ed, and to deduct three-fourths of an 
ore per pound for the separated milk 
returned. Milk iu Denmark is always 
paid for by weight and not by measure, 
and the payment, a* above, is based on 
butter rates, 25 pounds of milk being 
taken as equal to a pound of bntter. The 
market price of Danish bntter is fixed 
by t\ committee at Copenhagen, consist- 
ing of eight members. They meet every 
Thursday and fix the wholesale price 
for the ensuing week. Their quotations 
are official, and on their figures the 
whole trade iu bntter and milk depends. 


The milk, on reaching the factory, is 


pnt into a zinc receptacle and weighed. 
It is then rnn into another receptacle, 
about three feet lower, from which, by 
a steam centrifugal pump, it is lifted to 
a tank on a raised platform, and from 
winch it runs by gravitation first to a 
heater and then, after passing the 
heaier, to two steam centrifugal sepa- 
rators. Between the separators there is 
a tank, into which the- separated milk 
flows, while the cream is received into 
cans. Another steam centrifugal pump 
takes the milk up to the level of the re- 
ceiving platform, and if it is wanted for 
skimmilk cheese or household purposes 
runs straight to a tank near receiving 
door, from which the wagoner can fill 
up his cans agaiu. If the separated milk 
is only required for feeding pigs and

The emperor's j'oy in his church was, 


however, destined to receive a rucle 
shock some SO years later, when the 
apse and part of the dome were thrown 
down by uu earthquake, bnt the same 
energy which was shown in the build- 
ng of the church again asserted itself. 
The damage was repaired — the dome 
aeing heightened 20 feet to give it ad- 
ditional security — aud the church wag 
reconsecrated on the 24th of December, 
668, 5J£ years after the disaster. 


The church of St. Sophia has never 


been surpassed in the unity and com- 
pleteness of its design and in the dar- 
ing nature of its construction. In this 
building the arch and dome assert them- 
selves and dominate everything, aud\,e 
auvo a lightness, a spaciousness and a 
grandeur that had never been reached in 
the finest of the basilicas and has never 
been surpassed since. During all the 
centuries which have elapsed since its 
erection, it has maintained its supremacy 
as the masterpiece of Byzantine archi- 
tecture and construction, and it fixed 
generally the type on which roost of the 
later churches in the east were based, 
but it has never been surpassed by any 
of them.— Scottish Review.

The registry of the Bastille containt 


the entry: "On Thursday, Sept 18, 
1689, at 3 o'clock in the afternoon, M. 
de Sr.:nt-iiars, governor of the castle 
of the Bastille, arrived to take up his 
duties, coming from his post at the lies 
Saint* Marguerite, and having brought 
with him mlns litter a former prisoner, 
whom he had m his custody at Pignerol. 
The latter he keeps invariably masked, 
and his name is never mentioned." M. 
de Saint-Mars, in the years in question, 
had only five prisoners in his charge at 
PigneroL The fate of four has been 
clearly traced. The fifth must be Mat- 
tioli. The prisoner died in J 708, and 
•was buried on Nov. 30 in the cemetery 
of St Paul M. Bertrand of the French 
foreign office has examined the registry 
of burials and riiids the name Mattioli 
under that date. Louis XV told Mine. 
Pompadour that the prisoner was an 
Italian minister. 


Lonie XVI assured Marie Antoinette, 


on the authority of Manrepas, that the 
man was a dangerous intriguer, a sub- 
ject- of the Duke of Mantua, who had 
been arrested at the frontier and impris- 
oned first at Pignerol and then in the 
Bastille.

The locust, one of the grass- 


hopper family, is about two inches in 
length and increases at the rate of 
abont 50 to 1 annually. When the eggs 
are hatched, the breeding ground is cor- 
ned with a densely packed mass of in- 
•ects, not much larger than an ordinary 
ant. This mass eventually marches for- 
ward, consuming every green blade on 
its route. This goes on till, arriving at 


' their full size, the creatures takflto their 


wings, an<l wherever they set'le devas- 
tation is complete.—Wt-Miniiislsr Gu- 
zette.
